First, the loss of the 
islands could very :

The Formosa combination--of | main- 
lan¢ leadership and native population is 
inherently fragile. A shattering defeat 
on the offshore islands would therefore 
shake Chiang’s government to its founda- 
tions, opening enérmous cracks and fis- 
sures for the levers. and crowbars of 
Communist subversion.

could capture the convention. 

Over 70 Victoria district 
delegates will attend the con- 
vention, 

The meeting is expected to 


be one of the biggest ever, 
with some 600 delegates at- 
tending. 

In addition to the leader- 
ship battle much of the con- 
vention time is expected to 
be taken up with pruning and 
shaping new policies in antici- 
pation of the next provincial 
election, 

Opening day is expected to 
hear argument on admission 
of some delegates - - notably 
those named by Esquimalt 
district association last 
month. A petition has been 
forwarded to the provincial 
executive charging the elec:
